Enter Great Black Sea

London, February 8.—Bolsheviki 
troops have victoriously entered 
Odessa, according to a wireless mes- 
sage sent out today by the goviet 
government at Moscow. 


A bolshevik communication says: 
“We fought our way into Odessa. In 
the direction of Stavropol we occu- 
pied Friedrichsfeld, Konstantinovka 
and Blagodatnoy!i.” 


Constantinople, February 8.—(By 
the <Associated Press.)—Messdges 
from Odessa say the foreign ele- 
ments began evacuating the city on 
Friday, when British warships fired 
over the city throughout the day. 
The bolsheviki are feported to be 
within four miles of the ay

are at Odessa. 

Two hundred sick and 150 refu- 
gees from Odessa were taken aboard 
the American merchant vessel Nav- 
ahoe, the advices say.

Londoh. February 8.—The British 
parliament will reassemble on Tues- 
day with several of the weightiest 
problems of reconstruction © still 
hanging over fts head. The finan- 
cial situation, the. question éf na- 
tionalization of mines and railroads 
and the Irish problem are three of 
the most important subjects with 
which the session is expected to 
deal without delay. Forecasts of 
King George’s speech predict that 
it will be an unusually long and 
important pronouncement., The 
king’s speech, read by his majesty 
but framed by the cabinet, custom- 
arily points out the principal topi¢es 
of national Interest and frequently 
fereshadows the covfrse of legisla- 
tion. The full dress debate which 
follows the king’s speech gives an 
Opportunity for members of pariia- 
ment to engage in free discussion 
over a range of subjects. 

Premier Lloyd-George is expected 
to begin, the gegsion with a review 
of the general state of Europe and 
of the British policy toward various 
developments, such as relations with 
Riusdia and the Polish. and Italian 
situations. : 

The laborites promise to move an 
amendment providing for national- 
ization of mines, while the small 
delegation of the Irish nationalist 
party still left in the house of com- 
mong is expected. to attack the gov- 
ernmént’s policy of repression which 
they blame for Irish disorders. 

Among announcements expected 
at the opening session isa state- 
ment ‘of whether the government 
favors the proposed international 
conference for discussing the world’s 
financial ailments. Confirmation 
also is expected of the government's 
previous statements that Great Brit- 
ain has not considered’‘asking fur- 
ther loans from the United States.

Sir George Paish Tells 
Philadelphia . Audiencé 

- Americans Are Making 
Fortunes by Killing Peo, 
ple -of World — Urges 
Help for Europe. 


Philadelphia, February 8.—Sir 
George Paish, the British financier, 
in an address here, in which he 
again appealed to the United States 
to extend credit to Europe to help 
bring about normal conditions, de- 
clared the American people are ex- 
travagant. He also said the Ameri- 
can people had reaped henefit from 
the misfortunes of others. 

In a discussion following his ad- 
dress in which Sir George said Eu- 
ropean nations need about twenty 
billions of dollars, Dr. S. E. Meade, 
professor of finance at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, raised the 
question whether the European na- 
tions should not try to help them- 
selves before seeking assistance 
from the United States: This 
brought forth a protest from Sir 
George, who said the American peo- 
ple are extravagant, and declared 
that they had reaped benefit from 
the misfortunes of the world. 

“Louk at the extravagance,’ he 
said. “Never have your people 
consumed so much as théy are con- 
suming today. You speak of the 
high cost of living. Are we respon- 
sible for that? Out of the needs 
of the world you are making for- 
tunes. You are making fortunes by 
killing the people of the world, 
There shotild be no high cost of liv- 
ing. There is no reason for it.”

(700,000 DAMAGE

Panic Reigns at Police 
Station and Arrange- 
ments Were Made, 
While Fire Raged, to 
Remove Prisoners, 


One large four-story building and 
its entire. contents were destroyed, 
with an approximate property loss 
of $200,000; two firemen were injured, 
and the lives of many more were 
several times endangered, wher 
flames razed the Piedmont garage, 
at 10-12 South Piedmont avenue, 
early Sunday morning. 

The injured firemen are Z. A. 
Johnson, truck driver for fire com- 
pany No. 2, of 16 Loomis ave- 
nue, who sustained several broken 
ribs when he fell from a 
building, and J. K. Castleberry, of 
422 Woodward avenue, who received 
injuries not so serious. Both were 
removed to their homes for treat- 
ment. 

The building,which was complete- 


was the property of the Greenfield 
estate. According to A.*B. Green- 
field, insurance will not cover the 
entire damage to the building. 
Nineteen Trucks Consumed. 
The building was occupied by the 
Piedmont Garage and Storage com- 
pany, who sublet the second and 
third floors to the Atlanta postof- 
fice department, for storing govern- 
ment mail- trucks. Nineteen of these 
trucks were in the building and 


Although the postoffice depart- 
ment will be the heaviest loser, 
several Atlanta business firma lost 
trucks in the fire. There were 37 
motor vehicles in the building at the 
time, and all were destroyed. in 


atitomobiie -and truck  tirés were 
purnéd. The tirés, for the moat part, 
helonged to the fovernment. No 
instance is carried by the postoffice 
department on its machines, but the 
Atlanta business houses that lost 
trucks had the value ef thier prop- 
erty practically covered by in- 
surance. 

Itisg thought that the fire began 
on the third floor. The theory is 
that Saturday night a driver of one 
of the trucks dropped @ match or a 
lighted® cigarette in some, greasy 
raxs. The first that- was known of 
the fire was about 3:30 o’clock, when 
the watchman, who was on the first 
floor, heard a_ terrific explosion. 
Thinking it was on one of the top 
floors, he started to investigate. 

Flames Mounting High. 

Dense smoke on the second floor 
prevented investigation, and the 
watchman turned in an alarm. Ap- 
paratus from seven fire companies 
responded to the call” By the time 
firemen had arrived at the scene, 
the flames were mounting 75 feet 
above the roof. 

Constant explosions from gaso- 
lene tanks and from inflated tires 
increased the danger of the firemen. 
The building, four stories high and 
constructed of brick, with wooden 
floors, shook with every explosion. 

About twenty of the firemen bare- 


ly escaped death when the north 
wall plunged downward shortly aft-

If the 
league of nations is made an issue 
in the election, he says he will vote 
for the party that stands for the 
league, In response to requests 
that he declare allegiance to either 
one or the other of the great: polit- 
ical parties, Mr. Hoover says he 
will wait until it is more definite- 
ly established what the party man- 
agers stand for, and will “exercise 
& prerogative of American citizen- 
ship and decline to pledge my vote 
blindfolded.” 

e Text of Hoover's Statement. 

His statement follows: 

“In order to answer a large num- 
ber of questions all at once, let mé« 
emphasize that I have taken a day 
off from the industrial conference 
in Washington to come to New 
Yor so te at 


dren’a relief. [want to say again: 
I havé notsought and am not seek- 
ing the presidency. I am not @ 
candidate. I have no ‘organization,’ 
No one is authorized to speak for 
me’ politically. 

“As an American citizen by birth 
and of long ancestry, I'am natur- 
ally deeply interested in the pres- 
ent critical situation.

“While the recessions, in most in- 
stances, were particularly pro- 
nounced, yet commodity prices last 
week again displayed less buoyancy, 
there being only 24 advances in the 
quotations received by Dun’s Re- 
view, as against 38 recessions. In 
dairy products, butter rose sharply 
early, owing to unusually meager 
arrivals, but subsequently the mar- 
ket weakened under the influence 
of imports from Denmark. Sup- 
plies of eggs were in excess of re- 
quirements, and rather liberal of- 
ferings forced quotations to a much 
lower level. All grades of cheese 
were firmly held. 

“The extraordinary break in for- 
eign exchange caused depression in 
grain, and the general trend in corn, 
rye, and barley was downward. Live 
meats moved in the same direction, 
the easier feeling shown by beef, 
hogs and sheep during the greater 
part of the week being largely a 
reflection of sOmewhat more lib- 
eral receipts than expected, and a 
falling off in inquiries from abroad. 
Provisions, as a whole, were weak, 
in sympathy with the situation in 
the raw material. 

“The position of most iron and 
steel products continues to 
strengthen, but less firmness is ap- 
parent in the minor metals. Quota- 
tions for nearly all kinds of cotton 
goods remain steady, and leather 
prices are firm, but the improved 
feeling that recently developed in 
hides seems to have been partially 
dissipated.”
